The prime reason for apply­ 
ing lime to the soil is to correct so u r-1 
ness or acidity where 
such 
exists. 
The legume crops, such as clover and j 
alfalfa, do not thrive on sour soil, ; 
unless the soil is very rich. 
Sour 
soils are not well suited to the devel­ 
opment of beneficial 
results, 
which 
are found in the tubercles of these j 
crops. 
It is mainly for the purpose 
of favoring the growth of these bac­ 
teria that lime is applied 
to 
soils. J 
Ground limestone is the form of lime j 
which is usually cheapest as a soil; 
sweetener. 
There are other effects of lime, but I 
most of them are of less importance, j 
Lime tends to make plant food avail- j 
able from the soil, although ibis is I 
largely through its beneficial effect on , 
the bacteria. 
In large quantities it j 
tends to make clay soils more friable, 
but this effect of lime is usually ob­ 
served only where tile freshly water 
slacked or air slacked lime is applied 
in large quantities. Ground limestone 
has much less effect in this respect. 
A fertilizer usually gives a quick 
response .to the crop to which it is 
applied, provided the soil is in need

Year after year many farmers milk 
cows that do not pay for the feed 
that they eat. 
Cow testing associa 
tions assist the farm er in finding out 
those cows that cost him money to 
keep 
and 
those 
that 
are 
making 
money for him. Some cows start their 
lactation period with a heavy milk 
How*, but soon drop to an ordinary 
flow. 
Other cows give a m ore'regu 
lar flow throughout the year. 
At the 
end of the year the latter cows will 
have probably produced the most milk, 
but the farm er very often will con­ 
sider the cows that started well the 
most profitable. The main purpose of 
cow testing associations is to enable 
the members to hire a tester to keep 
records which, in practice, it is almost 
impossible for farm ers to keep for 
themselves. 
Another feature ^of the 
tester’s work 1s to work out for the 
farmers the most economical rations 
for their herds. 
The expense to the 
members of the association will be 
SI.50 per year for each cow’ in their 
, herds. 
To many farm ers it may seem un 
necessary to hire a man to do work 
which they are perfectly capable oi 
doing. 
Many farmers are unquestion 
ably able to do this work, but It is un­ 
likely that, during the pressure of 
farm work. they will do it. 
Experi 
I ence has made the tester rapid and 
• accurate. 
He has at his finger endi 
I the strength of the acid he uses, tim 
amount to charge for roughage ane 
! concentrated feeds, and the analyst; 


I of the common feeds. 
It will take 
j the average farm er some time to be 
* come familiar enough with the thing: 
to do the work as well as the tester. 
Not only do the tester’s record 
| show which ccws make or lose money 
I for their owners, but they show t< 
I what extent each cow is profitable 
i and what kind of feed at tim prevail 
I ing price produces the most economii 


on the underline in front of the testi­ 
cles, distinctly traceable milk veins 
and miniature teats of good size and 
wide spacing. The performance of the 
ancestry of the bull should be exam­ 
ined. 
The more good performers in 
the upward line of ancestry the better. 
Good performance on the part of an­ 
cestral dams means the giving of large 
quantities of milk rich in quality and 
persistance in milk giving for a long 
period. 
The successive sires should be chos­ 
en from the same breed. 
If chosen 
from another breed disturbing factors 
are inevitable. 
This may not be ap­ 
parent at the first, but it will later. 
The antagonism likely to result cannot 
be explained here. 
By adhering to 
this line of breeding the improvement 
should be rapid and continuous at 
least for several generations, but the 
improvement will be less noticeable 
with each succeeding generation.

Gutters Should Be Laid First With 
Slight 
Fall 
at 
One 
End—Use 
Wooden Trowel for Finishing. 


Gel Masury Pure Paint 


When laying cement floors, gutters 
should be laid first with a slight fall 
to one end. 
These should be 4 to 6 
inches deep and 15 to 18 inches wide. 
The distance from gutter to stan­ 
chion should be about 4 feet 6 inches 
for ordinary cows. 
Large cows may 
need 4 feet IO inches or 5 feet, while 
small heifers require only a 4-foot 
stall. 
The floor should Blopo to the gut­ 
ter from each side. 
The passage be­ 
hind the cows should be at least 8 
feet wide to allow cows to pass with­ 
out crowding. 
The floor should be 
finished with a wooden trowel rather 
than a steel one, as the latter makes 
a smooth, slippery finish that when 
wet is very difficult for the cows to 
walk on safely. 
lf drains are to be laid to carry off 
the liquid manure or the water used 
in washing the floors, they must be 
put in before the floor is laid.

C. Phillips, of New Madrid County, 
Tells Secretary of State Roach 
Crop Is Sure and Market 
Certain at Profit. 


Jefferson City, Mo., July 26.—There 
are not many people who know that 
Missouri has a “sunflower kins," but 
it is a fact that one farmer in this 
state makes a specialty of growing 
the floral emblem of our sister state 
of Kansas on a large scale for commer­ 
cial purposes . He sells the seed to 
breakfast food makers. 
He is Lee C. Phillips, of New Mad­ 
rid county, who has 800 acres of sun­ 
flowers growing on his farm in that 
rich 
agricultural 
section. 
It costs 
him something like $8 per acre to 
grow sunflowers and he markets the 
>eed at from 3 to 4 cents a pound 
The yield per acre, Phillips says, is 
from $35 to $50. 
Phillips, who for many years was 
county clerk of New Madrid county, 
'orsook politics several years ago and 
engaged in growing sunflowers.

2orn, wheat, cotton and melon grow­ 
ers declared he was crazy at first, but

NEXT 
Shock to American Officials. 
Washington, July 26.—The torpedo­ 
ing of the American Leelanaw' is a 
shock to American officials, who see 
in the incident further aggravation of 
the situation between Germany and 
the United States. 
Although they hesitated, ;n the ab- , 
sence of details, as construing the act J 
as coming within the warning of the 
recent note declaring further acts ass 
“deliberately unfriendly,’* they took 
the view that Germany had disregard­ 
ed a former note relative to the sink­ 
ing of the William P. Frye 
by 
the 
Pinz Eitel Friedrich. 
In that communication the United 
States vigorously asserted 
its 
posi­ 
tion, that even though an American 
ship carried contraband it was pecu­ 
liarly protected by the Prussian treaty 
of 1828. 
Flax, which was being carried, was 
declared absolute contraband by Ger­ 
many on April 18. 
While precedents of 
international 
law have recognized the right of a 
belligerent to sink a neutral vessel, 
if the ship w’as certain of condemna­ 
tion in a prize court, the action has 
been taken as a necessity.

DORMANT BRUNING IN FAVOR 


Cern Is More Difficult to Can Than 
Fruit and Some of the Other 
Vegetables, According to 
State Expert. 


Estimates Place the Losses on Bad 
Eggs From Three to Four Mil­ 
lions Annually in the State 
of Missouri Alone. 


Work on Considerable Scale During 
Summer Season Is Not Advisable 
— Difficult to See. 


In practice, summer pruning, on a 
considerable scale, is not advisable. It 
is difficult to see, when the leaves are 
on. just which branches should be re­ 
moved, except In the case of dead I 
branches. One must be on the guard, 
also, to avoid peeling of the bark when 
it peels rapidly, 
pruning is less ex­ 
peditiously done in summer than when 
the trees are dormant. 
There are occasions, however, when 
one desires to complete work of prun­ 
ing begun early in the season. 
There 
need be no fear of injuring the trees 
by taking off a moderate number of 


The trouble with the egg handling 
business in Missouri is the method 
employed in buying eggs. 
W ith few 
exceptions eggs are purchased from 
the farmer just as they come— good, 
bad and indifferent, all at the same 


price. 
Such a method is unjust. 
It 
returns to the producer of good eggs 
less than his eggs are worth and to 
the producer of poor eggs more than j 
his eggs are worth. 
Such a system 
offers no encouragement to the one 
and subsidizes the other. 
Estimates 
place the losses on bad eggs at front 
three to four millions annually in this 
state alone. 
This means the Missouri 
farmer 
is 
losing 
each 
year 
this 
amount. . He is losing it because of 
the average low' price paid for his 
eggs due to the average low quality. 
Before any improvement of these 
conditions can be made a change must 
be brought about in the 
system 
of ] 
buying eggs. 
This has been done in 
some localities in the following man­ 
ner 
and 
is 
recommended by H. L. 
Kempster of the Missouri agricultural 
experiment station. 
The local buyer 
candles 
the eggs, 
sorts out Hie bad ones and pays for 
the good at a higher price. 
The egg 
buyer can afford to pay a higher price 
if ho knows all the eggs are good. 
Where this lias been practiced it has 
resulted in an increase of from three 
to five cents a dozen over what is be­ 
ing paid in other communities.

, eggs 
cease 
to 
be produced when 
there is no sale for them. This means

difficult to can than fruits and most 
other vegetables. 
This is because the 
corn forms such a compact mass that 
it is hard to heat through, and be­ 
cause it is more difficult to kill the 
micro-organisms 
which 
cause it to 
spoil. 


To can corn, boil it in salted w’ater, 
just as if you were going to serve it, 
from IO to 15 minutes. 
Cut it from 
the cob and pack it in quart jars. Add 
enough boiling water 
to 
completely 
cover and a rounding teaspoon of salt 
to each quart. 
Put on the covers of 
the jais loosely and place the jars 
on a rack of some kind in a boiler. 
Put in enough clean water to com­ 
pletely cover and 
boil 
lour 
hours, 
counting from the 
time 
when 
the 
water commences to boil . When the 
time is up, remove the jars from the 
water and tighten the lids while the 
jars are still hot. 
This is more easily 
done with a spring seal than with a 
screw' neck jar.

sources, leads those w ho have kept in 
touch with the rate increase applica­ 
tions to believe that the commission 
will authorize a substantial increase 
upon some of the freight rates.

general impresson is: 
That 
the 
railroads will be given 
authority to increase their rates upon 
cattle, hogs, horses, 
mules, 
grain, 
ties, and perhaps upon cement, brick, 
furniture,

authorized 
will 
be one large enough to put commodity 
rates in Missouri practically on a par 
with those of the states of Iowa, Kan­ 
sas, Oklahoma and Arkansas, all of 
which have higher rates than those

state, but lower than the proposed 
Missouri rates. 
T hat the carriers* application to in­ 
crease passenger rates from 2 to 3 
cents will be denied, although some j 
of the roads running through sparse­ 
ly settled territory may be author­ 
ized to charge 2% cents per mile.

Boston, Mass., Aug. 20.—Governor 
Edward F. Dunne, of Illinois, address­ 
ed the confrrence of governors today 
in favor of the abolition of capital 
punishment, which 
lie 
pronounced 
“wrong in theory and in act.” He said 
the principal argument advanced by 
the supporters of capital punishment 
was that it acted as a crime deterrent, 
buL he doubted that it ever had de­ 
terred or that it now' deterred. 
He 
cited a number of incidents from his­ 
tory to show' that even in the days 
when penalties inflicted 
for 
crime 
were most severe, the extreme meas­ 
ures taken failed to suppress crime. 
Coming down to the present day, lie 
said: 
41 am not going to attempt to sup­ 
port my arguments by elaborate quo­ 
tations from statistics. There are corr 
lain figures, however, which are. rath­ 
er significant, if not conclusive. I ie* 
fer to the statistics of 
the 
federal 
census bureau of 1910, with reference 
to the effect of the death penalty upon 
the 
commission 
of 
murder. 
These 
statistics show that in iwentv-one of 
the states having the highest number 
of homicides per capita in. the popula­ 
tion, there is not a single state that 
has abolished 
capital 
punishment. 
These tweniy-one are 
those 
w'hich 
have enforced the death penalty from 
the time of their organi?ation. 
Fid- 
lowing these twenty-one states come 
three states. Illinois, Maryland and 
Kansas, all having the tam e number 
per capita of 
homicides. 
Of 
these 
states, Kansas 
has 
abolished 
the 
death penalty; Illinois and Maryland 
have retained it. 
“Let us no^v consider the twenty 
states which these statistics show to 
have the lowest number of homicides 
per capita. 
Among these twenty are 
all the states but one (Kansas) that 
have abolished capital punishment. 
Tho federal statistics, to my mind. 
show that capital 
punishment 
lins 
failed to act as a deterrent, and that 
in the states where it haR been abol­ 
ished, there is a less per capita of 
homicides than in the states where 
it. has been retained. 
“Up to 1913, six states had abolish- 
capital punishment, VV ashing ton fol­ 
lowed in that year. The United States 
statistics of 1910, show that five of 
these are among the tweny with the 
lowest per capita of homicides, each 
with st percentage less than .08 in each 
10,000 of population. 
The other non­ 
capital punishment 
state—Kansas— 
had the same per capita of homicides 
as Illinois and Maryland, both capital 
punishment states. 
“Illinois was disgraced by 651 homi­ 
cides in 1910, after a century of en­ 
forcement 
of 
capital 
punishment, 
while in W ^consin, 
where 
it 
h id 
been abolished, the homicides have 
net been much over fifty per cent, 
pet capita, of those committed in Il­ 
linois. 
“Christianity long ago revoked the 
doctrine of a tooth for a tooth, aud 
an eye for an eye. 
Christ prayed the 
Father, as He saw the thief hanging 
by his side: 
‘Father, forgive them, 
for they know' not 
what, they 
do.’ 
Christ himself was suffering the lin­ 
gering tortures of death at the hands 
of passion and fury. 
He did not seek 
the destruction of those who were 
murdering Him ami the thief by His 
side, but He prayed that they should 
see and know God’s truth. 
Verily, 
God himself has reserved to Himself 
the final penalty for the sins of His 
children. 
“Society becomes criminal when it 
seeks, by violence and the blood of its 
victims, to right a wrong committed 
against it by some product of its ow n 
neglect. 
For this chias we cannot 
conceive of execution performing an> 
function. 
The hanging of hundred^ 
or thousands of them, even the m assa­ 
cre of their young, w’ould not decrease 
the crime that springs iTom the slums 
and the tenements, so long as the 
slums remain under the tolerance of 
an intelligent society. 
“Another evidence that execution is 
not effective is afforded in the records 
of lynchings'and mob violence. W heth­ 
er these have occurred in the north or 
in the south, they have not had any 
appreciable 
influence 
in 
reducing 
crime of the character which aroused 
public fury. 
Lynchings and burnings 
at the slake are but too common to­ 
day. 
W hat community has profited 
by a reduction in crime following a 
lynching?”

Defends Mob Action As Protection to 
Lioerty— Says Use of “Third 
Degree’ By Police If More 
Harmful and Degrading.

Boston, Aug. 26.— Former Governor j 
Cole Blea.se, of South Carolina, in an, 
address delivered bere today before 
the Governors’ Conference on “The 
Duty and Responsibility of Chief Ex­ 
ecutives In Dealing With Prisoners,” j 
declared that the lynching of men in 
the south for certain crimes is a pro­ 
motion to civilization. He condemned 
the “third degree” in dealing with 
prisoners, and expressed the opinion 
that it w*as worse in some respects 
than lynching. 
“The money we spend for courts 
and prisons is very ill laid out,” said 
Governor Blease. 
He continued in
